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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-4, 6 and 9-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims I, 14, 19, 30, 31 and 36 have been carefully considered. Prior art of record 
fails to teach a method and system for providing real-time interactive services to users; the system having a 
graphical user interface and a client for receiving real-time interactive content from an interactive provider 
server; an interface page that provides information relevant to the interactive content can be personalized 
and configured by the client to display the information based on preferences of the user of the client; 
tailoring the real-time interactive content to the transmission and reception capabilities of the client; 
transferring the tailored real-time interactive content and providing real-time interactive services through 
the user interface. 

Odom et al (US 6,058,379) discloses a system and method for networked exchange that provides 
filtering of bid information according to predefined criteria. Sellers and buyers access the exchange to list 
items and bid on listed items via client terminals. The real-time exchange occurs over a network and sellers 
can set the parameters of the exchange and trading is interactive for both the seller and buyer. 

BoushyQJS 5,761,647) discloses a system for tracking customer's gaming and non-gaming activity 
across affiliated casino properties for use in customer recognition and marketing programs. Automatic bet 
tracking at slot machines is monitored by a computer. Tracking is accomplished through a card reader 
associated with the slot machine; customers insert an identity card in the card reader to initiate bet tracking 
and remove it to terminate bet tracking. Boushy explains that a centralized management system (CMS) 
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receives customer activity input from the gaming tables, kiosks, customer information centers, and slots; 
and the customer data accumulated by the CMS is consolidated and available for use at multiple casinos. 

Cheng et al (US 6,73 1,3 14 BI) discloses a computer program and system for providing a browser 
for a shared network environment. Cheng teaches a rich media object that may be an object for sale by a 
merchant and a program may accept bids and execute contracts of sale from the users. Each user may 
reconfigure the rich media object by interacting with it. Cheng teaches a multi-user application known as 
the Muse Browser, which enables implementation of dynamic updating of Muse Components (executable 
content) when new versions are available. Cheng explains that third party components can be updated and 
all downloads of binary components go through a security mechanism based on preferences set by the user 
of the Muse Browser. 

Goldhaber et al (US 5,855,008) discloses a system and method for attention brokering and 
delivering information electronically. Goldhaber explains that attention bidding is a mechanism by which 
advertisers compete by bidding for a viewer's attention. The bids may be based on estimates of the viewer's 
interests and likelihood to buy, estimates derived from access to the viewer's electronic profiles detailing 
preferences and past consuming behavior. Ads are targeted to the consumer's needs, interests, and 
preferences. 

Odom, Boushy , Cheng , and Goldhaber fail to teach or suggest that real-time interactive content 
is personalized according to the user's preference and configured to be provided to the user and transferred 
to provide real-time interactive services through the user interface according to the transmission and 
reception capabilities of the client computer.
